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ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in St. Louis County. The geography of this area is defined by 
several Interstates (64, 70, 170 and 270), the Missouri River to the west and St. 
Louis City to the east. 


e It is made up of parishes from the southern part of North County and northern part 
of West County deaneries. There are 10 territorial parishes, 1 personal parish and 
4 elementary schools. Currently there are 10 diocesan priests assigned to this 
group. 


* Clusters of church buildings exist in the University City and Overland Area with 
parishes within a few miles of each other. St. Roch and the Cathedral are also 
within a few miles of All Saints. Our Lady of Guadalupe is 5 to 7 miles from these 
parishes. The parishes in the western half of the planning area (Maryland Heights 
and Creve Coeur) are all within 3 to 5 miles of each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA HAS A VERY DIVERSE POPULATION 
Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 196 from 2010. 


The percent of the population that is white has decreased from 7196 in 2000 to 
5296 in 2020. 
* The black population has been stable 
* This area has one of the highest concentrations of Latinos in the Archdiocese — the 
planning area is only 7%, but there are areas that are 10-15%. 
* The area also has a large and growing Jewish, Indian (from India), Asian, and Middle 
Eastern population. 


1196 of the population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan 
average of 1896.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT DECREASED 


The four elementary schools in this planning area have 703 children enrolled, down 
14% from 5 years ago. All four elementary schools have under 200 students. 


The schools generally draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 512. 


There are 393 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 3296 from 5 years earlier.

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ABOUT OUR PARISH 


e St. Jude parish was established in 1953 and was 

poised to become a large parish. But just 8 years 

later, when the parish had grown to 700 

households and 550 students in the school, 

significant territory was ceded to form St. Blaise iL. 
parish (1961) and St. Richard parish (1963). St. 
Jude parish never recovered and began 
immediately declining and the school closed in 
1974, having gone from 392 students five years 
prior to 176 in the year it closed. 

The parish territory is split in half by Lindbergh 
Boulevard. The parish has almost no parishioners 
west of Lindbergh — nearly all belonging to nearby 
Holy Spirit parish. The eastern half of the parish 
has a heavy concentration of Hispanics who have 
joined other parishes. 


The parish has 170 households. The original 
parish church dedicated in 1954 and seats 250. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* An increasingly diverse neighborhood with growing Hispanic presence and 
most Catholics in the neighborhood not belonging to St. Jude parish. West 
of Lindbergh to Holy Spirit and east of Lindbergh to parishes with Hispanic 
ministry. 


* Stable and strong Mass attendance; few children in the parish as measured 
by baptisms and children in religious formation. 


* Offertory has been stable and reserves have been growing. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS INCREASINGLY DIVERSE WITH A 
GROWING PERCENTAGE OF HISPANICS 


e An increasing diverse area, population and households have been growing 
but it is mostly rental units. 
* The portion of the parish territory east of Lindbergh has a high concentration of 
Hispanics with the overall area being 1196 Hispanic. 
Percent white population has decreased from 91% in 1990 to 58% in 2020.
